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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over EP 

1245554 of record on 1449. 

The reference discloses a copolymer obtained from the monomer containing an electron 
withdrawing group and an electron donative group which can be easily controlled in the 
upper limit of the amount of a sulfonic acid, and can provide a sulfonated polymer that 
forms a proton conductive membrane. 

Note that the monomer containing electron withdrawing group and an electron donative 
group represented by the general formula (1) (see Abstract), whereas Y=X in the claimd 
formula (1); X=A in the claimed formula (1); B=B in the claimed formula (1) and in the 
claimed formula (1), if m=1 , n=o, then the claimed formula (1) is read on the formula (1) 
of the reference. 

The disclosure of the reference differs from the instant claims in that it does not disclose 
the claimed aromatic sulfonic acid ester derivative of the claimed formula. 
However, the reference does disclose a similar formula in that said formula can be 
sulfonated (see [0016-0017] and an electron donative group which can be easily 
controlled in the upper limit of a sulfonic acid, the Z component in the formula (1 ) of the 
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reference, formulas (2-1 ) and (2-2) (see page 3) in that the incorporation of a sulfonic 
acid can be accomplished by subjecting the copolymer free of sulfonic acid group to a 
sulfonation with a sulfonating agent such as sulfuric anhydride, fuming sulfuric acid, 
chlorosulfonic acid, sulfuric acid and sodium hydrogen sulfite under known conditions 
(see page 11, [0081]) 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to react the 
component (1 ) (see col. 4, line 40 onto page 5, line 45) with sulfonating agent under 
conditions to form the product of the claimed formula since they have been shown to be 
effective in a similar system and thus would have been expected to provide adequate 
results. There is no showing of unexpected result derived from said use.
